It is nineteen hungred years 
since Christ said in Revelation 
22:20, “Surely I come quickly”; 
but He has not come yet. Through-

out the long centuries the church 
has prayed with John, “Even so 
come Lord Jesus’; but God has 
not answered that prayer. Genera- 
tion after generation of Christians 
has risen up hoping that Christ 
might come in their day and end 
the troubles, the oppressions, the 
wars and the iniquities of this 
present age, but each generation 
has gone down to the grave with 
its hopes unrealized. Heaven re- 
mains silent; Christ prolongs His 
absence; and through all the cen- 
turies right to this present hour 
the long-looked-for advent is still 
unfulfilled. 


How are we to account for this 
extraordinary reluctance on God’s 
part to send Jesus Christ? What 
are God’s people to say to those 
who question them concerning this 
strange delay? When we read 
about the early church we see how 
they lived in constant expectation 
of. Christ’s coming. To them it 
was an imminent, an impending 
an at-any-moment event. Yet that 
is almost two thousand years ago 
and Christ has not come yet! So 
the question recurs with emphasis 
—*Why has Christ not yet come?” 


There are several important 
facts to consider in answering this 
question. One is that the word 
“quickly” used by our Lord in 
Revelation 22:20 does not mean 
soon. It is not the TIME, but the 
MANNER of His coming that is 
in view. “Surely I come quickly, 
suddenly, without warning.” And 
this is declared all through Scrip-

Bring the Books 

“Bring the books, too, especially 
the parchments.”’ — II Tim. 4:13, 
Williams. 

In the deep, dank prison cell 
in Rome Paul had longings. One 
might have expected him to wish 
for a softer bed, or for some fav- 
orite dish from a Jewish kitchen. 
He might have wished for a drink 
from the sparkling fountain of his 
boyhood Tarsus. And he might 
have wished for some game to 
while away his time. 

But he didn’t. He only wished 
for a cloak to shield him from the 
damp chill, and then for books! 
If only he had his books, the 
weeks in his cell would fly by on 
wings. With books to occupy his 
mind and to stir his heart, the

tedium of waiting would largely 
disappear. A few books on the 
little shelf would well serve as 
windows into the realms of free- 
dom. and light. 

But for Paul books were hard 
to come by and hard to get at. 
They cost a lot of money, they 
were cumbersome and awkward 
to travel with, and they were hard 
to read under poor light. How a 
scholar like Paul would have ex- 
ulted in the abundance and the a- 
vailability of books which we now 
enjoy today! We can go to lib- 
raries and read them there or 
check them out for longer study. 
Bookstores and book catalogs 
flaunt their riches’ before _ us. 
Fliers and ads beg us to do what 


our soul. need implores; buy 
a book. For none of us that 
plaintive cry from the dungeon af 
the edge of the Roman forum: 
“Bring the books!” 

My mind is dull and uninspired, 
My thoughts run in the old fami- 
liar ruts. Trite platitudes and 
hashed-over formulas hold me in 
their bondage. I need new ideas, 
new truth, or at jleast I must see 
the old expressed in fresh forms, 
Where is the master who can lend 
his mind out to me? Bring me a 
book! 

My soul is hibernating. Words 
I can say, but my heart is not in 
them. The things I know I have 
thought so often and said so many 
times that they have no power to 
warm me and to move me. I need 
someone to stab me wide awake, 
to stir the embers of my being, 
Bring me a book!

We are living in a time of deep 
moral confusion and theological be- 
wilderment. Men are not. only liv- 
ing in sin, but public virtues have 
become corrupted, and private vir- 
tue is in deadly peril. The dan- 
ger lies not only in the corrupting 
power of widespread sin, but In 
the fact that the very foundations 
of morality and truth have been 
tuundermined by secular education, 
theological liberalism and the 
moral and ethical antinomianism 
which has infected evangelical cir- 
cles. 

The world today is drifting, 
without chart or compass, for the 
“acids of modernity” have eaten 
away its moral and spiritual foun- 
dations. An agnostic scholarship 
and a_ treacherous’ theological 
scholarship have, together, de- 
étroyed the foundations of truth 
and morality. “If the foundations 
be destroyed, what can the right- 
eous do?” (Ps. 11:3). The early 
church had secure foundations for 
oth truth and morality and turn- 
ed the world upside down. The 
church of our day has forsaken 
these foundations and tries in vain 
to turn the world upside down. 


The evangelical world has not 
escaped the resulting corruption. 
it is hard to live in our kind of a 
world and escape moral infection. 
It is hard to live in the intellectual 
climate of our times without tak- 
ing on its heresies. It is hard to 
live in a society which has lost 
fits moral discernment without, sat 
the same time, losing our spiritual 
qdiscernment and _ consequently 
dimming our moral discernment. 
‘The moral decadence of our times 
has penetrated deeply in the nom- 
fnal church, and even tinged the 
evangelical movement with un- 
certainty concerning the authority 
for truth and the true nature of 
enorality. It is not at all uncommon 
for men, professing belief in an 
dnerrant Word of God, to-live at 
the same time according to their 
own ideas and with no authority 
except their self-will., 


I, MORAL FOUNDATIONS 

HAVE BEEN DESTROYED 

Let us analyze the human situa- 
tion today as best we can, and 
note how the basic foundations 
of truth and morality .have been 
undermined and almost destroyed. 


1. Agnostic Education and 
Liberal Theological Thought 
Have Rejected the Ortho- 
dox Conception of Abso- 
lute Truth 


Both modern education 
theological liberalism agree 
there is no truth except that 
discoverable by the human mind 
or human experience; and that 
fixed truth can no longer be based 
upon the Scriptures or even the 
character of Jesus (see Nels F. 
S. Ferre and others), for He is no 
longer considered sinless by the 
modernism or the -neo-orthodoxy 
of our day. In consequence, there 
is no fixed truth in either morals 
or theology by which men’s ideas 
can be measured and accepted or 
rejected. There is nothing abso- 
lute. Everything is relative. 


A remarkable statement 
peared in Missions 
(December, 1943). This magazine, 
owned and controlled by the 
boards of the American Baptist 
Convention (formerly Northern), 
commenting editorially on the de- 
cision of the United States Sup- 
reme Court concerning the re- 
fusal of Jehovah’s Witnesses to 
salute the flag, quoted the de- 
cision and then apphed it to its 
Convention. The Court said, “If 
there is any fixed star in our 
constitutional constellation, it 1s 
that no official, high or petty, 
can prescribe what shall be ortho- 
dox in politics, nationalism, reli- 
gion, or any other matters of 
opinion, or force citizens to con- 
fess by word or act their faith 
therein.” 

The Editor of Missions Magazine 
takes this over bag and baggage, 


and 
that 


ap- 
Magazine 
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and applies it to the American 
(Northern) Baptist Convention: 
“If there is any fixed star in our 
denominational constellation, it is 
that no official, high or petty, 
no secretary, no board, no group, 
no association or convention,’ not 
even the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention can prescribe what is or- 
thodoxy in polity, denominational- 
ism, doctrine, or other matters of 
opinion, or force Baptists to con- 
fess by word or act their faith 
therein.” ‘The Supreme _ Court, 
speaking in the political sphere, 
says: There is no fixed truth 
by which deviations from. ortho- 
doxy can be determined. The 
liberal Baptist editor, speaking 
in the religious sphere of his 
own convention, says: ‘There 
is no fixed truth as far as 
Northern Baptists are con- 
cerned, by which deviations from 
orthodoxy can be determined, or 
denials of orthodoxy can be iden- 
tified. The Convention (he says in 
effect) is a free religious fellow- 
ship with no creed, no confession, 
no disciplines, no criteria of truth, 
for there is no such thing as fixed 
truths; and if there are such, the 
human mind has no sure way of 
determining finalities. The editor 
was simply restating the ideas of 
the University of. Chicago group, 
the architects of the Convention 
basis and structure, for the Con- 
vention constitution is both non- 
creedal and non-confessional, lag- 
ging behind the National Council 
and the World Council in that re- 
spect. The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention is an organizational illus- 
tration of the idea that there 
are no fixed religious truths, and 
consequently no basis for ortho- 
doxy. 

Both secularism and [ eaccineionl 
liberalism unite in denying that 
the Scriptures or even the charac- 
ter of Jesus can be the basis of 
fixed truth, thus paving the way 
for the destruetion of both or- 
thodox theology and fixed moral 
standards, Both haye vainly _ be- 
lieved that the theology of the 
Scriptures can be denied while re- 
taining its wholesome moral stan- 
dards, forgetting that theology 
and morality are “Siamese twins” 
and, when separated, they both 
die. The doctrines of the Scrip- 
tures and the moralities of the 
Scriptures are inextricably bound 
together. If you rob the one of 
its absolute character, you inevi- 
tably rob the other. 


2. Agnostic Education and 
Liberal Theology Have Re- 
jected Fixed Moral Au- 
thority as Set Forth 
in Biblical Theology 


The Christian Century (7-11- 
1951) quotes Chief Justice Vin- 
son of the United States Supreme 
Court as saying, “Nothing 
is more certain in mo- 
dern.. society than the principle 
that there are no absolutes... 
All concepts are relative.” The 
editor of this liberal journal 
stands appalled on the brink of 
this precipice; but this only th: 
logieal conclusion of the princi 
ples of theological liberalism 
which knows. no absolutes except 


| 


| those approved by the human 


mind, or “verified” by their_own 
experience—an unstable founda- 
tion for morality which makes all 
concepts relative. 

Edwin MeNeill Poteat, then 
President of Colgate-Rochester 
Seminary (now a Southern Bap- 
tist pastor), speaking in the Riv- 
erside Church of New York, is 


jreported by the New York Times 


(7-2-1951) as saying, “People 
go through life seeking an ‘in- 
fallible absolute’ by which to 
guide their lives when in: reality 
such a principle is non-existent.” 
Observing that people sought to 
solve ‘their feelings of. obscurity 
instability by appealing to 
some infallible absolute, be it 
diplomatic or religious, he added, 
“But for the son of man this is 
deceptive. As the finite mind of 
man conceives the absolute it is 
very likely to be the sublimation 
of his own egotism, and the end 
of this is the way of absolutes and 
the frustration of the humapr 
spirit.” No absolutes, except those 
which meet with the approval of 
Poteat, Southern Baptist liberal. 


Hear Henry N. Wieman of the 
University of Chicago: “The re- 
ply to the question ‘What is 
value?’ is the answer of the new- 
er naturalism ... It asserts that 
there is nothing in reality ac- 
cessible to the human mind more 
basic than events and their qual- 
ities and relations .. . No know- 
able cause or explanation for any- 
thing that happens can _ reach 
deeper than events and_ their 
structures and qualities. We 
shall have no recourse to any 
‘transcendental grounds, orders, 
causes or. purposes’ beyond events, 
their qualities and relations .. . 
We ignore the transcendental af- 
firmations in the Jewish-Christian 
tradition of a creative God who 
not only works in history but be- 
yond history. The. only creative 
God we recognize is the crea- 
tive event itself” (The Source of 
Human Good, pp. 6, 7). No abso- 
lutes, for there is no absolute 


God! He not only rejects absolute 


truth, absolute morality but the 
absolute God. 


Albert C. Knudsen (Methodist) 
says: 

“In the view of the prophets and 
also of Jesus (We disagree—CET) 
it was not an arbitrary divine 
will that established the moral 
law; it was rather the moral law 
that defined the divine will. It 
was man’s native moral insight 
that made possible the prophetic 
moralization of religion. The fun- 
damental basis of Christian moral- 
ity is to be found, therefore, not 
in an undefined and external di- 
vine will, but in the moral struc- 
ture of human nature as it came 
from the hand of God (He is an 
evolutionis t—CET). In other 
words Christian morality has the 
Same rational basis as natural 
morality” (The Principles’ of 
Christian Ethics, p. 286). No ab- 
solutes! 

We are adrift on the sea of life 
with no chart or compass. Our in- 
tellectu’al leaders have undermin- 
ed the foundations of truth and 
morality which made the early 
church so powerful, while the 
apostles of sweetness and. “con- 
structiveness,” both liberal and 
evangelical, have lulled us. to 
Sleep. They have given us a limit- 
ed God, a sinful Christ, an un- 
trustworthy Bible, a morality 
without divine sanction and a 
world on the brink of destruction 
while a false church offers its 
human panaceas for the world’s 
ills. 

The effect of this rejection of 
moral absolutes and the accept- 
ance of ethical relativities is set 
forth by P. A. Sorokin (The Crisis 
of our Age, pp. 97, 98). He de- 
scribes what has taken place in 
the field of the two inseparables— 
truth and morality. “From the 
Same system of truth and values 
comes the doctrine of relativism. 
Since everything is temporal and 
subject to incessant change, and 
Since sensory perception differs in 
the case of different organisms, 
individuals, and groups, nothing 
absolute exists. Everything be- 
comes relative—truth and error 
moral and esthetic considera- 
tions, and what not. Anthing may. 
be good today and bad tomorrow 
in a given set of conditions a 
proposition may appear to be true 
and under other conditions false . 
Hence the dictum, ‘Everything is 
relative in this world,’ as the 
motto of sensate truth. Hence its

Can a Christian commit the 
unpardonable sin? 


The unpardonable sin can ‘ihe 
be committed by a lost person, 
One whose sins are already par- 
doned cannot commit the unpar« 
donable sin. John 5:24 shows plains 
ly that one who has trusted in 
Christ cannot come into condem« 
nation. 

Another thing quite clear is that 
the man who .has committed the 
unpardonable sin does not want 
to be saved. Revelation 22:17, II 
Peter 3:9, Isaiah 1:18, John 6:27 
and many other Scriptures show 
that anybody who wants to bea 
saved can be saved. Whosoever 
will may take the water of life 
freely. Remember this: the un- 
pardonable sin does not change 
God, does not withdraw His mercy, 
does not harden His heart. The 
unpardonable sin changes the man 
who commits it so that HIS heart 
is hardened, HE is unconcerned. 
The man who wants to be saved 
can be, and proves that he has 
not committed the unpardonable 
sin. Matthew 12:22-32 discusses 
this sin and so does Hebrews 6:1-6. 
The passage in Hebrews explains 
it more in detail. Notice care- 
fully that Jesus said that talking 
about Him or blasphemy against 
Him is not the unpardonable sin. 

The unpardonable sin is not 
ascribing the works of God to the 
Devil either; it is deeper than that. 

The unpardonable sin is when a 
man, after great enlightenment, 
after close touch with God, and 
coming almost to the point of re- 
pentance, then turns deliberately 
and finally away, not only reject- 
ing Christ, but in his heart blas- 
pheming that Holy Spirit that 
convicts him and shows him 
Christ. One who commits the un- 
pardonable sin must be an unsav- 
ed man, must have been greatly 
enlightened, and after he has com-« 
mitted it, certainly does not want 
to be saved. 


How can { win those with 
whom I! work? 


You ask how you can win souls 
among the working men where 
you labor. First of all, you must 
live a good life. By that I mean 
not only that you do not drink 
and curse, but you should not lose 
your temper, you should be kindly, 
you should do a little more than 
your part of the work. You should 
ereet people with friendship wheth- 
er they are good or bad. Prove that 
you mean well, that you are honest 
and clean and hardworking and 
that you are helpful. If you are 


a real friend to men and love 


men, they'll get to know it. 

second, I would say that you 
cannot throw your pearls before 
swine. If people will not hear, 
then they will not hear. But if 
you pray, there will be a few 
people who will be interested, will 
read _ what literature you give, and 
who will be willing to talk to you 
about the Lord. So do not push 
open doors, but be watching care- 
fully for somebody you can help. 

And third, I would say you must 
pray very much. The same time 
spent in prayer will make what 
time you witness. much more 
powerful. So be sure to spend 
more time praying than you do in 
talking, and God will prosper it, 
I am sure, 

Be patient. Remember the Bible 
says, “In due season ye shall reap 
if ye faint not.”

mine—opposing Luther, who 
called the Papacy the Antichrist 
—and that the editors of the 
Scofield Bible ‘fell’ for Bellar- 
mine’s interpretation. A young 
seminary student from Prince- 
ton also disparagingly referred 
to the Scofield Bible. Moreover, 
in our denominational literature 
(American Baptist), I have seen 
the word ‘Scofieldian’ used with 
an unfavorable implication. 

“Now a whole generation of 
us has been brought up on the 
Scofield Bible, and I have found 
it very effective in turning the 
mind to Bible study and the 
heart to the Lord, and I am 
wondering why it has become 
the fashion to. scold Scofield. 
Certainly I am aware that all 
Bible commentaries and notes 
are not without error. 

“I was under the impression 
that Scofield borrowed some of 
his thoughts from J. N. Darby. 
It that true?’”—A Nebraska 
reader. : 


The attack on the Scofield Ref- 
erence Bible is not new, It had 
gathered considerable strength 
when the former’ Editor, Dr. 
Charles G. Trumbull, who wrote 
The Life Story of C. I. Scofield 
and knew him well, took up the 
defense of Dr. Scofield’s work in 
THE SUNDAY SCHOOL TIMES, Feb- 
ruary 20, 1937. The following ex- 
tracts from that article will an- 
swer many of the reader’s ques- 
tions:

“It does not happen to be true 
that Dr. Scofield, as one of his 
critics has said, ‘did not 
know the Greek Testament.’ He 
had a magnificent Greek tutor 
when he had been preparing to 
enter college. Before his conver- 
sion, at thirty-six years of age, 
he had had an exceptional training 
in literature and history and the 
law and had formed life-long hab- 
its of true scholarship. After he 
entered the Christian ministry he 
took up such study of the Hebrew 
and the Greek as was possible to a 
busy pastor. But, despite the at- 
tainments thus made, .in his work 
upon the Reference :Bible, Dr.

brethren in Europe and America, 
among whom he mentions Profes- 
sor James Barrellet of the Theo- 
logical Faculty of Lausanne, Pro- 
fessors Sayce and Margoliouth of 
Oxford, Mr. Walter Scott, the em- 
inent Bible teacher, and Professor 
C. R. Erdman of Princeton. He 
refers to the intensity and breadth 
of interest in Bible study in the 
last fifty years, and says ‘the 
winnowed and attested results of 
this half-century of Bible study 
are embodied in the notes, sum- 
maries, and definitions of this edi- 
tion. Expository. novelties and 
merely personal views and inter- 
pretations have been rejected.’

Seminary; the Rev. Elmore Har- 
ris, D.D., President Toronto Bible

negative attitude toward any ab- 
solute whatever. 

“But relativism, once accepted, 
inevitably becomes more and more 
uncompromising, until finally all 


relative truths and values are 
completely ‘relativized’ and _ re- 
duced, so to speak, to atoms. 


sooner or later, relativism thus 
gives place to skepticism, cynic- 
ism, and nihilism, The. very 
boundary line between the true 
and the false, between right and 
wrong, disappears, and_= society 
finds itself-in a state of veritable 
mental, moral and cultural an- 
archy.-No society can long exist 
under these conditions.” 

Although . Sorokin does not 
speak .as an evangelical, he ac- 
curately traces the course of re- 
lativism, with its rejection of all 
absolutes, to the ultimate an- 
archy. Agnostic scholarship, liber- 
al theology and neo-orthodoxy with 
its rejection of all objective and 
propositional revelation have sown 
to the wind and reaped the whirl- 
wind. We must fight on! 


3. Secular Agnosticism and 
Liberal Skepticism Have 
Brought Us to the Brink 

of Moral Anarchy. 

We are approching ethical an- 
archy. Henry N. Wieman (The 
Source of Human Good, p. 11) 
shrinks from the logical end of his 
own position when he saws, ‘“An- 
alysis of the actual facts will re- 
veal that this alleged tolerance 
and provision for justice in allow- 
ing each individual to decide what 
is good and what is evil for him 
is, in truth, diabolical.” We agree 
that it is truly diabolical, but this 
is where the doctrine of moral re- 
lativity tends. 

Georgia Harkness, a Methodist 
with Unitarian leanings, com- 
plains, “For hosts of people faith 
in a personal God, the divinity of 
Christ, the presence of the Holy 
Spirit, the existence and the im- 
mortality of the human soul, and 
other basic Christian convictions

Same right. The outcome of such 
tolerance and_  tentativeness is 
that nothing in the field of Chris- 
tian faith is then believed: or 
taught with a sense of conviction”’ 
(The Modern Rival of Christian 
Faith, p. 15). Yet it is theologians 
like Miss Harkness and others of 
the liberal persuasion who have 
brought us to the place of which 
she complains. Both faith and mo- 
rals today are tentative, ndét ab- 
solute. 


W. P. King, a liberal Methodist, 
complains, “The clear-cut distinc- 
tion between right and wrong 
with so many of our generation 
has become blurred. Black and 
white have blended into a dull 
gray. As expressed by someone, 
we are at one of those cynical 
junctures of history where men 
have discovered the almost right- 
ness of a great deal that is wrong, 
and the almost wrongness of a 
great deal that is right” (Right 
and Wrong im an Age of Con- 
fusion, pp. 11, 12). This is con- 
fusion, indeed! 

Elton Trueblood, popular liberal 
writer, whose sanctified confusion 
is widely read and preached by 
the clergy, looks at the results of 
agnostic and liberal scholarship, 
and delivers. himself of this dic- 
tum: “Theemandatory need of our 
time is the discovery or recovery 
of an ethical creed that can give 
Western man, at this juncture in 
his history, steady moral guidance” 
(Foundations for Reconstruction, 
p. 9). Thus Trueblood con- 
fesses the spiritual bankruptcy of 
agnosticism and liberalism; offer- 
ing as an ethical creed, not the 
Ten Commandments given by a 


wate 


holy Gud through Moses, but the 
Ten Commandments as the social 
experience of the race, but with- 
out divine sanction. Trueblood of- 
fers a maximum of diagnosis and 
a minimum of cure for our moral 
anarchy. 

The conclusion of the whole 
matter is stated by W. P. King 
(Right and Wrong in an Age of 
Confession, p. 9). “Unless we can 
find some final moral principle, 
some absolute. standard by which 
we are all willing to be judged, 
then there is no relief from mor- 
al confusion. The problem in our 
own time is not merely how to 
live up to a standard, but whether 
there is a standard to live up to.” 
This is the place to which agnosti- 
cism and liberalism has brought 
us. It is a dismal prospect, indeed, 
making more and more credible 
the prophecy of the coming Anti- 
Christ. 


4. The Liberals Offer Many 
and Confusing Solutions 


Just as liberals have spent 
years in the “quest for truth” 
and found only uncertainty, now 
liberals are frantically search- 
ing for a new basis of morality, 
a way of escape from their fol- 
ly. There are those who seek to 
appeal to the “divinity” in man. 
Ralph W. Sockman (The Morals 
of Tomorrow, pp. 18, 19) says: 
“In morals as in state, free peo- 
ple -want a ‘government of the 
people, and for the people and 
by the people.’ The recognition 
of this does not mean that the 
moralist can posit nothing back of 
our moral codes but the changing 
choices of majorities; but it does

HOLLYWOOD CESSPOOL by 
Robert L. Sumner, Sword of the 
Lord Publishers, Wheaton, Hlinois.

GOD PORTRAYS WOMEN, by 
Grace McAlister, Moody Press, 
Chicago, Illinois.

The auth- 
or, Dr. Feinberg, is Director and 
Professor of Semitics and Old 
Testament at the Talbot Theologi- 
cal Seminary in Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia. The first section, which 
contains the part previously pub- 
lished as the first edition in 1936, 
is divided into five parts: I In- 
troduction; II Analysis of- the 
Premillennial System; III Analy- 
sis of the Amillennial System; 
IV Comparison of these Systems; 
and, V Conclusion. 


The second section, entirely 
new, is an appendix nearly as 
long as the original portion of 
the book. Here Dr. Feinberg deals 
with the arguments, attacks and 
inconsistencies of recent amillen- 
nial authors. His themes in this 
section include dispensationalism, 
the historical argument for pre- 
millennialism, law and grace, Is- 
rael and the church, the church 
and the kingdom, the rapture and 
revelation, Revelation 20 and the 
Millennium, the resurrection or 
the resurrections, and the judg- 
ment or the judgments.

able to accomplish so much for 
Him. One secret is that, through 
concentration and _ self-discipline, 
they learned how to use their time 
to the best advantage. A striking 
example of it is found in the bio- 
graphy of Frances Ridley Haver- 
gal. In February, 1861, she under- 
took the instruction of her two 
youngest nieces, “The lesson hours 
were very short,” wrote her sis- 
ter Maria, “owing to the tempera- 
ment of both teacher and pupils, 
and she had many long changes 
of scene, at the seaside, at, home 
and abroad. She entered with zest 
into the recreations of her young 
companions, riding and _ scram- 
bling, swimming and skating, cro- 
quet and chess, each in its turn, 
and excelled in them all. Her 
needlework was exquisite, from 
the often despised darning to the 
delicate lace work and embroid- 
ery. How she redeemed her time 
these few lines will prove: 

‘“ ‘Stirring you up, dearie, to men- 
tal improvement is no new: sub- 
ject to me. I know, by my own 
teaching days, how very much 
might be learnt in all the. odds 
and ends of time, how (e.g.) I 
learnt all the Italian verbs while 
my nieces were washing their 
hands for dinner after our walk, 
because I. could be ready in five 
minutes less time than they could.’ 

“The faithful old nurse well 
remembers ‘vexing over ° Miss 
Frances’ hard studying, and that 
She found her at those Latin 
hooks long before breakfast.’ Her 
one great object was the educa- 
tion of her nieces for. eternity, 
not for time only; and not mere- 
ly religious knowledge, but the 
realities of faith and holy living, 
were dwelt upon.” 

Paul exhorts us, ‘Redeeming 
the time, because the days are 
evil” (Eph. 5:16). Some practical 
ways to do this are to read good 
books traveling to and from work; 
always have a good book on hand, 
when there is any possibility at all 
that you may have to wait for 
other people; and one can even 
learn to absorb a few paragraphs 
unobstrusively when he is in the 
midst of a company where there 
is a great deal of aimless, small 
talk to which he is not really ob-

liiged to listen. If a Christian 


thinks that he cannot concentrate 
in the midst of bustle and noise, 
let him pray about it and the 
Lord will help him to learn to do 
it. Many ways will be found to 
use little scraps of time if one 
is really alert and keeps in mind 
the need for “redeeming the 
time.”

Moody Valued a Concordance 
D. L. Moody was a Christian 
for five years before he knew 
there was such a help for Bible 
Students as a concordance, A 
skeptic in Boston tried to upset 
the faith of the young Christian 
and in doing so attempted to 
quote a verse of Scripture. Moody 
said it was not in the Bible, but 
hunted for days to prove the 
skeptic wrong. Later he learned 
that if he had had a concordance, 
he could have found the passage 
in question in a few moments. 
There are three books which 
Moody advised every Christian to 
have, One was a good substantial 
copy of the Bible, with large, 
clear print. Moody had _ several, 
and kept them all in constant use. 
In his study are to be seen some 
that have been almost worn out; 
leaves loose and ragged-edged, 
but invaluable because of the 
notes and suggestions written on 
the margins and blank spaces of 
the pages. His second recommend- 
ation was a good concordance, and 
thirdly a topical textbook. These 


three books were always’ kept

mean that he will find what is 


back of morality not by going 
over the heads of the people to 
a transcendental divine lawmaker 
but by going through the minds 
of men to an immanent divinity.” 

Luther Wesley Smith (And So I 
Preached This) said, “Whether 
you are a disciple of Christ or 
not, can you not observe the evi- 
dences of divinity within your 
common humanity?” So the basis 
of morality here is not in a Di- 
vine Lawmaker, but the imman- 
ent divinity in man. There are 
those who would say that this 
notion of human divinity has been 
abandoned by disillusioned liber- 
als, but it still lives in many liber- 
al ideas of human nature. 


Events of the past few years 
have proved that when men ap- 
pealed to the divinity within Mus- 
solini they found only stuffing; 
when men appealed to the divinity 
within Hitler, they found mad, im- 
moral fanaticism; when they ap- 
pealed to the divinity in Stalin 
they found the old Russian cruel- 
ty. made more terrible by atheis- 
tie fanaticism. The Chinese Com- 
munists are not the simple “ag- 
rarian reformers” described by 
starry-eyed liberal missionaries, 
but devilish and unscrupulous in 
many ways. The appeal to the di- 
Vinity immanent in man failed 
because it simply isn’t there! 

The liberal never reforms but 
only changes his approach or gives 
his discredited heresies a new coat 
of whitewash. E. Stanley Jones 
(The Christ of the Mount, p. 129), 
begins a new section with this 
heading: ‘The New  Morals— 
Based on Reverence for Person- 
ality.” Here is variation of the 
old “human divinity” idea which 
Bernard Iddings Bell character- 
ized as “barely disguised self-ad-

oration.” This new approach rests 
upon a humanistic idea of man 
not found in the Scriptures. It has 
proven of little value, for it is 
hard to feel reverence for person- 
alities who not only do not in- 
spire reverence but in many cas- 
es inspire disgust or horror, To 
divorce the idea of personality 
from the actual persons is to turn 
one’s back on reality and em- 
brace a false idealism. The only 
Person who does and should in- 
spire reverence is the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Everything else is human 
idolatry. The lberals find it dif- 
ficult to worship Jesus, but have 
little difficulty in idolizing man, 
spelled MAN. 

There is another approach 
which is dependent upon an ideal- 
istic view of human nature—the 
idea that men should treat each 
other as brothers, and that all 
should work for the common good 
or the ‘‘good of the greatest num- 
ber.” The preaching of the liberal 
dogma of the Fatherhood of God 
and the Brotherhood of man at- 
tempts to put this idea in a re- 
ligious setting and give it a vali- 
dity. This confers upon sinful men 
divine sonship on-a _ non-ethical 
basis, and ignores the New Testa- 
ment teaching that men become 
the sons of God by justifying faith 
and divine adoption, thus making 
it an ethical sonship, 


Since this position is not in 
accord with either the Scriptures 
or human nature, but the product 
of an idealistic sentimentalism, it 
has not succeeded in providing an 
adequate ethic for the world of 
men. Most men are too selfish to 
live like brothers and too selfish 
to consider the common good a- 
bove their own interests. This is 
often true among professed Chris- 


tians, as well as those who make 


Handy size. 


no profession. It is exceedingly 
difficult to be wholly unselfish, 
and few succeed. Man simply isn’t 
good enough to live with other 
men like brothers. 


The neo-othodoxy of our times 
offers another approach to the 
problem. Rejecting authoritative, 
external revelation, placing the 
subjective religious experience of 
the individual before the ethical 
precepts of the Scriptures, it 
grounds morality within the re- 
ligious individual, opening the 
door to a religious individualism in 
ethics productive of much mis- 
chief. The logic of its position is 
that ‘“‘the voice of God” within 
the individual should be obeyed, 
regardless of what the Bible says 
concerning such matters. This is 
inherent in its view of revelation, 
its acceptance of the radical re- 
sults of higher criticism, its de- 
preciation of the historic Jesus 
and its emphasis upon the char- 
acter of the decision of the exist- 
ential moment. This produces both 
relativism and individualism in e- 
thics which in the end is destruc- 
tive of Christian ethics. Many fan- 
atical groups in days gone by 
have placed the authority of .the 
“divine voice’ within them above 
the Word of God, to the embar- 
rassment of the work of God and 
the destruction of souls. Wieman’s 
statement that individualistic 
morality is diabolical is true, but 
agnostic education, liberal theolo- 
gy and neo-orthodoxy have led 
us to this precipice.

The disappearance of the idea of 
absolute truth and absolute mor- 
ality and the abandonment of the 
absolute God for a limited God have 
caused a shift at the center of lib- 
eral theology. Orthodox theology

tures, liberal theology has fallen 
into moral confusion, 


1. Liberalism offers to the 
world today on unethical Bi- 
ble, produced by unethical 
writers or editors and ‘“‘doc- 
tored” by an unethical early 
church to suit its own ideas. 


Liberal critics are agreed that 
Moses did not write Deuteronomy, 
but that it was written by other 
writers hundreds of years later 
and “doctored up” to make it 
appear that Moses wrote it. There 
are many references in the text 
of the book to indicate that Moses 
either wrote it or the writers of 
the book unscrupulously attribut- 
ed their own writings to Moses 
to gain a prestige to which they 
were not entitled. Just how such 
sublime teachings could be pro- 
duced by such nefarious literary 
practices, the liberals do not say. 


Ernest. R. Trattner (Unvravel- 
ling the Book of Books, p. 154) 
tells how these intellectual ‘con- 
fidence men” of that day did it. 
“Tt was characteristic of these ec- 
clesiastical historians that 
read back into the life of Moses, 
customs, traditions and _ institu- 
tions existing in their own day. 
Neither did they scruple to place 
into earlier times the ideas and 
enactments of their own age, 
thereby making it appear that 
what they themselves believed had 
always been the fixed creed from 
time immemorial. They strangely 
intermingled old and new concep- 
tions.” This author, attempting to 
apologize for this sort of crook- 
edness, Offers this thin apology: 
“With no desire to deceive, but 
with nothing of the modern his- 
torical spirit, they felt a glow of 
satisfaction in freely projecting 
the ideas of their own day into 
the dim and distant past.’ In 
this ‘‘apology” there is no trace of 
ethical sensitivity, and the amaz- 
ing statement that -these writ- 
ers did not intend to deceive is 
written. with a straight face. Just 
how such literary racketeers 
could give us the ten command- 
ments is not clear. 


The higher critics of liberal 
theology offer the same unethical 
combination in their comments on 
the book of Daniel. Charles H. 
Patterson (The Philosophy of the 
Old Testament, pp. 423, 424) pre- 
sents the usual liberal view, 
denying both . the _ traditional 
date and the~ authorship of 
Daniel, ‘‘Because of the circum- 
stances which prevailed at 
the time of writing, the  au- 
thor could not use his own name 
(Note: this conclusion is arrived 
at by changing the ddte, an un- 
proved contention —- CET). At 
least it would be far more ef- 
fective for him to present his mes- 
Sage as coming from some: hero 
who had lived at an earlier date. 
The age of prophecy had passed, 
and there were many who no 
longer believed that God contin- 
ued to speak directly to human 
beings. It would help to win pres- 
tige for this writing if it could 
be made to appear that it orignat- 
ed during the era of the great 
prophets. Besides, it would en- 
able the author to show conclus 
Sively that events had been fore- 
told which only God would have 
the power to predict.” 


To this the liberals of.our day 
agree and the book of Daniel, 
with its high moral standards and 
its sublime prophecies, was pro- 
duced in. this shoddy manner. If 
the higher critics are right, the 
book of Daniel is a pious fraud. 
Out of this literary skulduggery 
came the book of Daniel. The fact 
that no real evidence exists for 
these higher critical views, the 
fact that these books had such 
unethical origins (as they say) does 
not disturb them at all, for liber- 
alism lives and thrives in an area 
of low ethical sensitivity. 


The liberal critics, in discussing 
the Revelation, also ascribe its 
origin to the same low literary 
practices. Morton S. Enslin of 
Crozer Seminary (Christian Be- 
ginnings, p. 358) says, “We should 
not, however, infer that the writ- 
ing is not pseudonymous. Chris- 
tians had their famous ‘names’; it

Apocalypse (or Revelation) of 
Peter claims to be by Peter;

demonstrably this is fictitious. 
It is thus not unlikely that 
the same is true here.” So liberal 
theology ascribes all sorts of un- 
ethical origins to some of. the 
greatest books in the Bible, and 
questions the authenticity of 
many more, With a Bible origina- 
ting in such a fashion, it is not 
at all remarkable that they at- 
tach little importance to its teach- 
ings. It is also true that un- 
belief in the Bible and rejection 
of its teachings have directly 
flowed from this higher criticism 
Which, with a sanctimonious face, 
Offers such a Bible to the world 
as the Word of God. Liberal theo- 
logy offers an unethical Bible 
written by unethical men to a 
world lost in sin. 


2. Liberalism has no hesi- 
tancy in accepting and offer- 
ing an unethical view of the 
incarnation of Christ. 

Perhaps the most shocking il- 
lustration of this comes from the 
pen of Nels F. S. Ferre, widely 
used and highly praised in liberal 
circles. In The Christian Under- 
standing of God, p. 191, he indi- 
cates that if Mary were an im- 
moral person his belief in the in- 
carnation of Christ would be un- 
disturbed, that if Jesus was born 
outside of the sacred institution 
of marriage which God has sancti- 


from accepting Him as the in- 
carnation of God. “As a matter 
of fact, the reference in John to 
the claim by the Jews to the ef- 
fect that they were not born in 
adultery could give external cred- 
ence to a Nazi claim that Jesus 
was German. Mary, we remem- 
ber, was found pregnant before 
her engagement to mild Joseph. 
Nazareth was hard by a Roman 
garrison where the soldiers were 
German mercenaries, Jesus is also 
reported throughout a continuous 
part of the histery of art, it is 
claimed, to have been blond. This 
is supposedly unnatural for the 
Mediterranean countries where 
this same tradition started and 
was continued, Hence Jesus must 
have been the child of a German 
Ser ia 


Instead of rejecting this unsup- 
ported Nazi blasphemy, Ferre 
says, “Such an interpretation has 
been made of his life, and who 
can deny that such a conjecture 
could be true? If a manuscript 
would be found, however, proving 
this as far as a manuscript can, 
would this invalidate the) in- 
carnation of Christ in Jesus? By 
no means,” 


Ferre would accept such a view 
of the incarnation, for it would 
not shock his moral sense at all. 
Such a statement from a promi- 
nent liberal theologian whose 
whole theology is built around 
love indicates that love and holi- 
ness ‘have been radically separ- 


above statement by one of. the 
great liberals of our day shows 
that liberals are prepared to ac- 
cept an incarnation wrought in 
shame, and outside one of God’s 
great and holy institutions, holy 
marriage. Such a view of the in- 
carnation and the holiness of God 
are completely incompatible. Lib-

3. Liberalism offers to a’ 
sinful world a sinning “Sav- 
iour,” inferior in some re- 
spects to other men. 

Ferre rejects a sinless Saviour, 
saying: “Sinlessness is a bloodless 
category, making an anemic Sav- 
iour.” (The Christian Understand- 
ing of God, p. 201), Again, he says, 
“We have no way of knowing, 
even, that Jesus was sinless, but 
such a claim is irrelevent to the

sharpness” (p. 187); had. “moods 
of undue and exaggerated joy in’ 
history, and of impatience”  (p. 
187); was “almost ~ neurotically 
self-concerned and invidious of 
others as thieves. and rob- 
bers” (p..

3), offers an un- 
ethical atonement. 


The Pauline doctrine of the a~ 


tonement by which both the holi- 
ness of God is conserved and the 


=/love of God expressed is rejected 


by liberals. Their God is not a 
holy God as much as He is a 
loving God. He does not incar- 
nate Himself in a holy man, and 
therefore does not require a holy 
sacrifice, for He is not as sensi- 
tive to sin as the Scriptures as- 
sert. Liberalism does not believe 
that “Christ died for our sins ac- 
cording to the Scriptures” (I Cor. 
15:3). Liberalism does not believe 
that God set forth Jesus “‘to be 
a propitiation through faith in 
His blood” (Rom. 3:25). Liberal- 
ism does not believe that ‘‘the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin’ (I John 
1:7). Liberalism does not believe 
in Him “who his own self bare 
our sins in. his own body on the 
tree.”’ Liberalism rejects the Bib- 
lical teaching that “He hath made 
him (Christ) to be sin for us, 
who knew no sin: that we might 
be made the righteousness of God 
in him” (II Cor. 5:21). Ferre (The 
Sun and the Umbrella) will have 
none of this. George A. Buttrick, 
Presbyterian liberal, takes an e- 
ven more violent attitude, saying, 
“If God dealt with Him as if He 


| 


were a sinner and the greatest 
{ sinner, then we must say of God 
(as a cynical Frenchman did say 
~|of the God of these penal theolo- 
gies): ‘Your God is my devil.’ ” 
(Great Themes of the Christian 
Faith, p. 18). So liberalism re- 
jects the Pauline doctrine of the 
atonement with its ethical con- 
tent and substitutes a non-ethical 
view of the atonement. If its 
“Savior” is a sinner, it can do 
no other; but Paul’s Savior was 
sinless, a significant difference. In 
the liberal view of the atonement 
there is no holy God, no holy sac- 
rifice and no holy atonement. 


5. Liberalism presents an 
unethical church. 


Liberals are almost unanimous 
in saying that the early church 
either “doctored’”’ the sacred writ- 
ings to conform to their views, or 
were incredibly careless in 
handling them and transmitting 
(a view- for which there is no 
proof). 

Many liberals believe that the 
story of the virgin birth was tak- 
en over from pagan sources and 
added to the Gospel (Fosdick) to 
account for the greatness of Je- 
sus.

man (The Intention of Jesus, pp. 
183, 184), a Presbyterian writer, 
Says, “It was the church that ad- 
ded these mundane traditions to 
its Gospels.” 

F.C. Grant (An Introduction to 
New Testament Thought, p. 94) 
Says of the Gospel of John: ‘The 
book is not a historical record of 
the life and teachings of Jesus, 
but a dramatization of the mean- 
ing Christ had come to have for 
the church at the end of the first 
or the beginning of the second 
century .... Matthew is a strong- 
ly colored document” (p. 95). The 
early church seemed to have a few 
scruples about altering the text of 
its sacred writings, ‘doctoring”’ 
the text to suit its later views and 
handling the text so carelessly 
that its authenticity was almost 
destroyed. There is no evidence 
whatever that the early church 
did any such thing. But much 
evidence to the contrary. Such 
an unethical and_ unscrupulous 
church did not turn the world 
upside down, for such a church 
would not have the integrity to 
overturn paganism. Liberalism of- 
fers to this suffering world an 
incredibly unethical church. 

Liberalism without Biblical 
warrant offers our present age a 
worldly, semi-apostate church, 
clad in leprous garments and liv- 
ing in spiritual adultery with the 
world as “a holy church,” the 
“body of Christ.” Liberalism, a- 
bandoning the doctrine of external 
sanctity of the church, offers the 
church as a holy institution, re- 
gardless of the character of its 
members. 

Ralph W. Sockman (How to 
Believe, p. 153) says, “The church 
is holy not because of the good- 


ness of her’ members but __be- 
cause of the godliness of her 
begetting. She is the Body 


of Christ.” Here the unholy 
church of our day is_ given 
an artificial holiness and elevat- 
ed to the exalted position of the 
“Body of Christ,” a view closely 
akin to the doctrine of Rome 
that a church is a true church re- 
gardless of its corruption. Lib- 
eralism offers a church unethi- 
cal in its beginnings and unethi- 
cal in character, dressed in the 
garments of a false holiness. 

We stand in deadly peril—and 
yet there are those who exhort 
us not to get excited. The foun- 
dations of Christian morality have 
been undermined—and yet there 
are those who say we mustn’t 
get alarmed. 

Modernism has rendered the 
churches lifeless and impotent in 
a day of world-wide peril, but 
we are exhorted to be content 
with our stagnant separatism and 
coddle. our orthodoxies and let 
the .rest of the world go to hell. 
Our house is burning down, but 
we mustn’t cry fire, for that 
might disturb the rest of some 
sleepy brethren. Absolute truth 
is gone, but we must not contend. 
Absolute morality is gone and 
juvenile delinquency, vandalism, 
crime, political corruption and a 
corrupt ecclesiasticism hold sway 
—but we should stick to our 
parish chores. |

ture. It is to be “in a ‘moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye.” He is 
to come ‘as a thief in the night.” 
When men are saying, ‘Peace and 
safety, sudden destruction cometh 
upon them,” The word quickly 
means suddenly, not soon. 

Moreover, while the New Testa- 
ment clearly taught that Christ 
MIGHT come in the lifetime of 
the First Century Christians, no- 
where does it say that He WOULD 
come. On the contrary the Scrip- 
tures prepared the church for a 
long delay. 

In Matthew 25:14, 19, Jesus 
said, “The kingdom of heaven is 
as a man travelling into a far 
country, who called his own ser- 
vants, and delivered unto them 
his goods . . . After a long time 
the lord of those servants cometh.” 
Notice: “a far country,” “a long 
time.”’ Thus did Christ prepare His 
people for the long absence 

Paul prays for the Thessalon- 
ians, “The Lord direct your hearts 
into the patient waiting for 
Christ.’”’ Paul had taught his con- 
verts “to wait for the Son from 
heaven,’ but side by side with 
the imminence, he prepared them 
for a possible delay. 

With these observations before 
us let us now face the question, 
“Why has Christ not yet come?” 


I. FIRST, SEE SOME FALSE 
EXPLANATIONS 


1. It Is Not Because God Is 
Slack Concerning His 
Promised Word 


Some men are slack concerning 
their promise. They make a pro- 
mise, but because of inability, or 
fickleness, or forgetfulness, or 
death, they do not fulfill their 
word. But inability is no part of 
the character of a God Omnipo- 
tent. Fickleness is unknown of the 
God of Jacob who changeth not. 
Forgetfulness is impossible with 
the Omniscient One. Death can- 
not overtake The Eternal. 

God has faithfully fulfilled all 
other prophecies made concerning 
times past. 

He promised to childless Sarah 
a son, and that son came. 

He promised a flood in Noah’s 
day, and geology provides evidence 
of the deluge. 

He promised fire from Heaven 


upon Sodom and Gomorrah, and 


today they lie buried under the 
ashes of that overthrow. 

He promised an angel of death 
would slay the firstborn in Egypt, 
and that death-angel came. 


David sat upon it. 

He promised the destruction of 
Babylon, and where is Babylon 
today? 

He promised death to Belshaz- 
zar, and that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain. 

He promised the fall of Jeru- 
salem’s Temple, and Titus and 
Vespasian laid it in the dust. 

He promised a world-wide dis- 
persion of the Jews and every Jew 
you meet on the streets today is 
concrete evidence that God keeps 
His word. 

He promised to send Jesus 
Christ to die for your sins and 
mine, dear friend, and Jesus Christ 
died on a criminal’s cross. 

He has promised to send this 
same Jesus in power and great 
glory to reign, and God will keep 
this promise concerning this fu- 
ture event, just as He has kept 
His promises in the past. 

AND GOD WILL FULFIL HIS 
PROMISE RIGHT ON TIME. He 
has always done so. Christ at His 
first coming entered the world on 
time. “In the fulness of time God 
sent forth his son born of a wo- 
man.’ He died on time. Concern- 
ing the hour of His death, He said, 
“Father, the hour is come.” He 
rose on time. “Christ died... and 
rose again on the third day ac- 
cording to the scriptures.” He 
sent the Holy Spirit into the world 
on time: “When the day of Pente- 
cost was fully come .. .” 


And there is a day and an hour 
divinely foreknown when the Lord 
Jesus shall come a second time. 
Concerning it Jesus said, “But of 
the day and hour knoweth no man 

. but my Father only.” God 
knows the divinely-determined day 
and hour when Christ will come, 
and God will not only fulfill His 
word and send His Son, but He 
will send Him exactly on time, 


2. The Literal, Personal Re- | 
turn Is Not a Mistaken 
Interpretation 


Nor is this long delay explained 
by saying that THE DOCTRINE 
OF A LITERAL, PERSONAL, 
VISIBLE COMING MUST BE A 
MISTAKEN INTERPRETATION 
OF THE PROMISES. 

There are some who say that it 
is. They say, “Of course Christ has 
not returned literally,-bodily, vis- 
ibly.

When we behold the injustices

But God is not man. He is in- 
finite, not only in knowledge and

The purpose 
of God in this age is ‘“‘to take out 
trom among the Gentiles a people 
for His name” (Acts 15:14),

Whenever it was, there was a first 
member, and of course there must 
also be a last. When the number 
is complete, the Bridegroom will 
come for His Bride.

complete no man knoweth. It may 


be there are only a few thousand 
more who will come, perhaps a few 
hundred, perhaps only a score or 
two. Nobody but God Knows, It 
may be in the next hour the last 
person to be saved ere God calls

Nobody 
knows, but it could be, it could 


be. Until that last one is’ saved 
Christ delays His coming. 

What an incentive this should 
be to soul-winning effort on’ the 
part of preachers and people. To 


.win the lost is to hasten the com- 


ing of the Lord. God has made all 
His actions in this world to de- 
pend on the faith, and prayer, and 
service of His people. He uses men, 
not angels, to witness to the lost. 
He has made world evangelization 
to depend upon our efforts. Who 
knows but that He may also be 
depending on us to determine the 
time of Christ’s advent. The Word 
of God would seem to intimate 
this. “The Lord Himself,” said 
Canon Simpson, ‘‘would never have 
bidden us pray, “Thy kingdom 
come,’ if those seasons, which no 
man knows, were so irrevocably 
fixed that our efforts could not 
hasten, or our sins retard. the 
wheels of His chariot.” 


Did not Christ urge the Jew- 


ish believer in that future day of | 


trouble to pray that his flight be 
not in the winter, nor on the Sab- 
bath day (Matt. 2:20)? If prayer 
can effect the date of that flight 


so as to modify the season, and 
even change the day of the week, 
is it not in the power of the church 
by prayer and soul winning to has- 
ten the coming of the day of God 
(II Pet. 3:12 Marg.) ?

When 
every year adds to the fire of God’s 
indignation, when for long cen- 
turies the sin, the outrage, and 
the insult offered to God by men 
have been adding to the long-pent- 
up wrath of God, what then will 
that indignation be when at last, 
after such fearful provocation, the 
thunderbolts of God’s wrath are 
loosed upon the earth? 


Let us remember’ then that 
Peter said, “The longsuffering of 
our Lord is salvation.” It was to 
me. Oh, how I thank God that 
Jesus Christ did not come in my 
lifetime before I was saved, That 
longsuffering meant salvation to 
every Christian reading this mes- 
sage. If Christ had come before 
we were saved, we would have 
been doomed to the fire and an- 
guish of the Great Tribulation. 


Dear friend unsaved, I earnestly 
entreat you not to lay aside this 
message until you decide to join 
the company of God’s people and 
thus be prepared for the at-any- 
moment coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. God’s delay can mean sal- 
vation for you provided you do not 
delay in turning to Him. Take the 
place of a needy sinner and ask 
Him to come into your life right 
now, and just where you are Jesus 
Christ will save you.
